A YOUNG POULTRY STOCK PEN. 


‘A portable house and run for young stock birds is almost 
a necessity nowadays. The above is a most simply made 
structure. Small cast-iron wheels, costing about 6d. each, 
may be fixed on for greater portability (as shown in sketch), 
but the house and run can be made light enough to be 
lifted about by two persons. Five 12-ft. long split larch 
rails or pieces of quartering will make the sides of the 
frame. Instead of }-in. boirds, it may be covered with 
roofing-felt, simply stret~hing the latter across the frame 
after covering the whole frame with 1}-in. mesh wire- 
netting, and then wiring the felt down upon the netting. 
A coat of tar over all will make a useful and lasting 
structure of it. When complete, with an outer run of, say, 
8 ft. by 6 ft. and a night-shelter of 4 ft. by 6 ft., it will 
accommodate

like business. It appears that my notes about broody hens | 
“struck home’? to a lot of poultry fanciers. As many may 
be starting in the broody hen line with the view of selling a 
few next spring, I will define 


“ A Good Broody Hen.” 

She must be of a fairly large size, with four toes, and with 
as little leg-feather as possible. She must not be a kicker- 
about of her chicks, or she will kill a few of each batch she 
rears. The broody instincts must be so strong in her that 
she will forget every other, and will let herself be lifted off, 
or aliow one to put one’s hand in the nest any time with- 
out ae a fuss. She must be both bold and active, 
because, if let out, she may have to defend her brood from 
birds of prey and to keep off prowling cats. Above all, 
after hatching out twelve chicks from every dozen eggs put 
under her, she must stay with her brood for at least six 
weeks before tiring of them. My own specially reared ones 
do this, and I am quite sure that ail hens reared properly 
for the purpose will do it.

Gloucestershire Cricketers, 


The western county beat Kent handsomely ; with a little 
the best of the luck they administer defeat to the ex- 
champions Surrey, their bowlers Jessop and Townsend 
making their mark ; then at Lord’s the captain—old W.G., 
you know—looks to have committed a grievous mistake 
in putting Middlesex in; but no, fortune smiles on 
Gloucestershire, who, thanks chiefly to Messrs. Kitcat and 
Wrathall, got to within 56 of the 386 made by Middlesex, 
whose highest contributors were Messrs. Warner, F. G. J. 
Ford, Hayman, and Webbe. Middlesex, therefore, had 
to take the third innings, and though Mr. Ford hit up 150 
in two hours and twenty-five minutes, and the Metropoli- 
tans closed their innings at 253 for the Joss of six wickets, 
leaving three hours and ten minutes in which to endeavour 
to get Gloucestershire out, the latter had four wickets intact 
when time arrived. In this drawn match 1127 runs were 
obtained for the actual loss of thirty-two wickets, and those 
who paid to see the play numbered altogether 14,325. 


A Sensational Finish at Argburth. 


On the ground of the Liverpool Club the county teams of 
Lancashire and Derbyshire met at the end of last week. 
The visitors went in first and scored 99; they followed this 
up by dismissing Lancashire for 53. Going in a second 
time, Derbyshire made 187, and their opponents were left 
with 184 runs to win. With nine wickets down, 8 runs 
were still required, and it is easy to imagine the excitement 
which prevailed among the 5000 spectators.

This was a performance accomplished by Hayward on 
behalf of Surrey against Oxford University, and at a cost 
of but 103 runs, and it was the suecessful bowling of this 
cricketer which most materially helped Surrey to a victory 
by five wickets. The highest scorer was Mr. F. H. B. 
Champain (78), of the losing side. One of the biggest 
scores of last week was made by Mr. N. F. Druce, 
captain of Cambridge University, on Saturday, in a match 
between the Twelve and the Next Sixteen. With five 
wickets of his side down for 76, Mr. Druce joined Mr. E. 
Garnett, and in the two hours and fifty minutes they 
remained together 255 runs were obtained. Mr. Druce 
stayed fifty-five minutes longer, and in all made 225 runs. 
The Sixteen put together 477 in their only innings; the 
Twelve, after following on (their total was only 117), made 
509 for nine wickets. 


Cycling at the Queen’s Club. 

The gymkhana organised by the committee of the 
Queen’s Club, and held on their admirable ground at West 
Kensington, proved a great success. Cyclistsof both sexes 
were present in goodly numbers, and, with fine weather 
and an attractive programme, everything turned out well. 
Miss Violet Hanson, daughter of Sir Reginald of that ilk, 
became a prominent figure of the afternoon, and I think 
all present were of opinion that this lady fully deserved 
the special prize she gained for costume, control of ma- 
chine, position, and general style of riding. Merit also 
entitled Miss Hanson to the prizes for riding the plank, 
and in the side-saddle race; but the regulations did not 
permit of both prizes going to her, so Miss Tomkinson 
took that for side-saddle riding. Miss Tomkinson and 
Miss Henderson showed greater skill than the male riders 
in threading their way along a row of skittles, and these 
two were also the most proficient in the ‘‘ tortoise” com- 
petition.
